Report of the School Board 


The School Board will be obliged to submit to the 
Town a short report from Feb. 16, 1918, (time of last 
report) to Aug. 81,1918, as according to School Laws 
Section 1, Chapter 122: 1917. 


The fiscal year of town and special school district 
beginning Feb. 16, 1917, shall end Aug. 81, 1918, and 
thereafter the fiscal and the scholastic year shall end Aug. 
31, annually. 


Miss Florence Thackleberry who was teaching at the 
time of last report remained till the school closed in June 
then handed in her resignation to take effect at closing of 
the school and Miss Mary E. McQuesten, a graduate of 
the Keene Normal School and a resident of this town was 
engaged for the fall term which opened on September 9th. 


The goverment’s call for every one to do their bit in 
raising food was answered to an extent that interferred in 
some family’s with the children’s attendance at school 
causing some of our scholars to be some what behind 
in their work but now that the war is over and more 
help available we hope that the parents will see that we 
have as perfect attendance as possible and a little extra 
effort by the children ought soon to make up the lost time. 
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By the school laws of the state we ask for the fol- 
lowing: 
For tuitions . $250 00 
For text books and supplies 60 00
